-The increased mill rate for the Town of Vulcan 
this year probably brought groans from many rate¬ 
payers, but, if iCsjujy consolation, Vulcan isn’t the 
only town to find increasing costs, particularly in edu¬ 
cation, forcing the mill-rate ever upwards. 

Just casually checking the weekly papers of other 
towns in the province we note that most town mill 
rates are up, just as Vulcan’s mill rate has risen from 
48 to 55 this year. . 

Innisfail’s rate is up six mills to 57, Castor up 6 
to 58, Lacombe up 10 to 52. High River is up 3 to 50. 
The actual increase here in the school mill rate is re¬ 
ported to be 10 mills, but High River is going to use 
a cash surplus up and has lowered its municipal rate 
to compensate in part for the heavy increase in the 
school tax rate. 

It is interesting, too, to note that school rates are 
as high as 34 (at Lacombe) and 40 (at Castor). Taber 
School Division mill rate is 38 Vu as compared to Coun¬ 
ty of Vulcan school rate of 29 mills.

The beauty of many Canadian towns is often mar¬ 
red by the/thoughtlessness or carelessness of their in¬ 
habitants. Nothing is more unsightly or offending to 
a person’s eye than refuse or garbage left lying in 
lanes or back yards. Furthermore, garbage attracts 
numerous insects, particularly flies and cockroaches 
which feed and breed in unprotected garbage recept¬ 
acles and jn piles of refuse. Mosquitoes too, can breed 
in tin cans and other discarded water-tight containers 
that become filled with rain water. Fortunately there 
are no rats in this district at the present time, but gar¬ 
bage and refuse h^apg provide a ready food supply for 
these rodents. X 

Accumulation of rubbish also create a fire haz¬ 
ard at gny time, and although we speak in terms of a 
“Spring Clean Up” the careful disposal of waste mat¬ 
erial should be ,an “All The Year Round Program.” 
However, the fly and mosquito breeding season will 
soon start and many disease can be carried by flies 
including dysentry, typhoid fever, and even the polio- 
reyelitis virus has been found on them. 

The Nuisance Regulations of The Public Health 
Act, states that “No person shall create, establish or 
maintain any accumulation or deposit of refuse where- 
ever situated, which is injurious or dangerous to 
health, or which may hinder in any manner prevent- 
ionn-or suppression of disease.” 

An appeal is made to all storekeepers, household¬ 
ers, and all citizens generally to dispose of their waste 
materials in a clean and sanitary manner. Combustible 
materials should be burnt, and other rubbish kept in 
a suitable receptacle complete with lid. Receptacles 
should be placed on a concrete stand if possible, and 
every possible care should be taken to prevent the 
fouling of the adjacent ground. Let us make our town, 
not only a green and pretty town but also a clean and 
hygienic one.

IMPLEMENT PRICES 

AT LOW LEVEL OF INCREASE 


’That implement prices have been kept at a low level is clearly shown by the 
comparison of Dominion Bureau of Statistics index figures, which give an increase 
in "all commodities” since 1941 of 82.1% as against an increase in a comparable 
index for Massey-Harris implements of only 66.9%. This low percentage of 
increase, too, is shown in the face of an increase in the index figure for materials 
of 94.7% and of Massey-Harris hourly rates of pay of 173.9% as can be seen by 
referring to the chart shown above. 

Also, the indexes show that while farm implements have only increased 66.9% 
there has been an increase in the price of farm products of 82.6% and the scarcity 
of farm labour has caused farm wage rates to increase by 177.6%. 

Farmers depend upon mechanization to offset the scarcity and high cost of labour 
and the indexes show that prices of such equipment have been maintained at a 
comparatively low level of increase. Farm equipment with its time and labour 
saving advantages offers exceptional value for the money.
